One of the last utterances at. 
tributed to King Edward was: 
“Well, it’s all over, but I think 1 
have done my duty.” He seemed 
then to have reached a full reali- 
zation that his end was fast. ap- 
proaching. 

When Edward. VIL breathed his 
last there came to a close the light 
. of & unique personality, 
loved almost univ 
all as a.man whose jpatenel attri- 
butes made him dear to the hearts 

of hisgubjecta, — next nach ng

“Edward VII,, by the grace of 
God, of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and of 
the British Dominions beyond the 
seas, King, Defender of the Faith, 
Emperor of India,” was his title. 

Subject to criticiam in his youth 
because of his manner of life, he 

‘ lived down whatever was unen- 
viable through long years of more 
careful conduct, and succeeded in 
winning the confidence of all the 
people as almost no other sover- 
eign of Great Britain except his 
mother, Queen Victoria, had done. 

As a statesman he was active 
and personal, particularly in the 
field of foreign affairs. The fact 
that he was the idol of the people 
made him a useful instrument of 
the ministry, and enabled him at 
the same time to wield more in- 
fluence than had been conceded to 
the throne in the past. 

He was an able diplomat and in 
all the more important questions 
of foreign policy which came up 
during his short reign he made 
himself felt. In domestic affairs 
he was less active, but he suooeed- 
ed in holding the position of the 
monarchy with the masses, effeo- 
tually killing whatever anti-royal- 
ist sentiment existed at the time 
of his accession. 

His influence with his ministers 
in any advisory capacity was much 
more pronounced than was that of 
Queen Victoria, although his at- 
titude on the political questions 
of theory was not defined. 

He assumed the throne on the 
death of Queen Victoria ou Jan- 
uary 22, 1901, so that he was King 
less than ten years. 

It was as a sportsman that the 
British people loyed most to think 
of bim. 


He was an enthusiastio patron; 


of horse racing, and was fond of 
yacht racing, cricket, athletics and 
shooting. When in 1909 his 
horse Minoru won the Derby at 
Epsom there was a remarkable 
scene of enthusiasm at the track 
Twice before he became King he 
won the Derby with Perssimon in 
1896, and with Diamond Jubilee 
in 1900. 

In personal appearance the 
King was the typical English man. 
He was rather below the average 
stature, of strong and heavy build. 
His ruddy face betokened good 
health, and good spirits, up to a

‘Twice before ascending the 
throne, Edward’s life was despair- 
ed of. In 1871 he was so serious- 
ly ill with typhoid fever that for 
weeks his death was expected. In 
1898 he fell on the stairs during a 
visit to Baron Ferdinand de 
Rothschild at Waddesdon Manor 
and fractured a knee cap. Com- 
plications ensued and for a time 
his condition was dangerous. 

His coronation, originally set 
for June 26, 1902, and postponed 
until August 9 on account of ill- 
ness, was a pageant of alwost un. 
paralelled splendor, and the occa- 
sion of a celebration throughout 
the world. His short reign was a 
peaceful one, after the conclusion 
of the Boer war, which was in 
progress when be became king. 

Several times the King’s life 
has been in danger from anarchists 
or cranks. On April 4, 1900, when 
as a prince he was in Brussels, 
Jean Sipido, a boy 15 years old, 
fired at him as he was seated in a 
railway coach. The shot did no 
harm. The boy was beld not 
mentally responsible.

The next year, 1892, the king- 
dom and empire were thrown into 
mourning by the untimely death 
of the Duke of Clarence. This 
sad event shifted the Dake of 
York into the position of heir- 
| presumptive to the English throne. 
This was soon followed in 1892 by 
his marriage to his second cousin, 
Princess Victoria Mary, daughter 
of the Dake aud Duchess of Teck, 
which was celebrated with all be 
fitting aod appropriate pomp and 
ceremony. 

The death of Queen Victoria on 
iJan. 22, 1901, raised the then 
Prince of Wales to the throne as 
Edward VII., and thereby trans- 
ferred the position of beir-appar- 
ent to the Duke of York, Ths 
new reign was signalized at its 
opening by a tour made by the 
Duke ef York around the colonies 
and overseas possessions of Britain 
on board the Ophir, which event 
will be stiliin the memory of many 
of our Canadian readers.

Judging from the numerous en- 
quiries received concerning alfalfa 
there are many who will make a 
trial of this crop the coming seas- 
on. Much has betn written about 
it and farmers’ institute lecturers 
have told of its value, so that there 
are now many fields seeded down 
to this plant. Every farmer knows 
that the clovers are fickle and not 
always sure of catching. Yet the 
advantages of a clover crop are 80| 
marked that it ie worth while to 
risk failare. The same is true of 
alfalfa. Six tons to the acre of 
the very best hay is something 
worth striving for. The present 
high price of bran calls for a 
cheaper substitute and “this is 
found in alfalfa. 

One of the striking charaoterist- 
ics of the alfalfa plant is the deep 
root which penetrates the subsoil 
and reaches depths where it can 
find a supply of moisture in the 
driest season. Land must be well 
drained on the surface at least to 
permit the roots to develop, and if 
it is likely to be under water at 
any time the alfalfa will be killed. 
A hardpan sub-soil within two 
feet of the surface will also prove 
unsatisfactory. A light sandy 


loam over a deep alluvial subsoil 
will give best results. 


Freedom from weeds is one of 
the essentials for success and this 
may be secured by sowing after a 


hoed crop, as potatoes, corn or| 


roots. In the spring as early as 
possible the proposed alfalfa field 
should be prepared for seeding by 
frequent cultivations, harrowing 
and trollings. Ifa nurse crop is 
used either oats or barley may be 


selected, but the seedirgy should be | 


thin. Mr. J. H. Grisdale, of the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ot 
tawa, recommends about 24 bush 
els oats or 1# bushels barley for 
the Maritime Provinces, Quebec 
and Eastern Ontario where the 
climate is not too dry, but ouly 
half the regular quantity in Cen 
tral and Western Ontario. I[u the 
prairie provinces it is advisable to 
sow withect a nurse crop. Young 
alfalfa plants are very tender so 
that if no purse crop is used the 
first few months are oritical 
When the crop reaches eight or 
ten inches ia height it should be 
mown to keep down weeds and 
encourage root development. 

As a soil renovator alfalfa is fre- 


quently advocated. The roots 
open up the subsoil even better 
than red clover and bring up plant 


food from depths not reached by 
other crops. 


A California School Enterprise 


(From Bulletin Issued by the State 
Department of Education.) 


I have just come from an official 
visit to the schools of Imperial 
county, a green and fertile region 
that less than a dozen years ago 
was a grim and desolate heart of 
the Colorado Dessert. Ina night 
a wonderful civilization has sprung 
up. More than eighty schools 
are already im operation. ‘The 
people in this new world are pe- 
culiarly free; free from tradition, 
free from common prejudice, free 
to do the best things they know. 
They oar go directly to the newest 
and best educational ideas at once 
without intermediate evolution. 

I have picked out one of these 
ideas as worth passing on +o the 
school people in other parts of the 
State.
